“The new Ford car will make 
for a new type of competition in 
the industry,” Ayres declared. “Of

Goodyear to Build 


Huge Navy Dirigibles 


"fae ever octete O., Dec. 15.—An 
' $8,000,000 contract for the con- 
struction for the Navy Department 
of the two largest dirigibles in the 
world is to be let, probably today, 
to the Goodyear Zeppelin Corpor- 
ation of Akron. 

Reliable reports indicate that 
Goodyear officials may eventually 
determine to build the air giants at 
Brook Park airport, Cleveland. 

The contract understood to have 





been agreed upon—a compromise 
between the cost-plus proposal of- 





fered by the Goodyear interests and 


a flat price agreement insisted upon 
by Secretary of the Navy Wilbur— 
will call for construction of the first 
of the two ships at once. The second 
would be started six months after 
the first gets under way. 

Advices from Akron said that ‘al- 
though Goodyear officials had con- 
sidered Baltimore and Los Angeles 
in addition to Cleveland as the site 
for the proposed new Zeppelin plant, 
that their first choice was Cleve- 
land. 

This decision is believed to have

“But I think it will do more. I 
think the most serious competition 
will be felt further up the line. 
Just think a minute what is likely 
to happen in the average American 
family with the family ca~ »roblem 
—the problem of a car \~° every 
adult member, each wantug to go 
a different place at the same time. 

“I think this question will be an- 
swered by the average American 
family by this decision: Why not 
buy two small cars—two Fords or 
two Chevrolets or two of another 
make of their own choice? 

‘I think that the large single 
family car is going to give way 
to two little cars.” 

Ayres also predicted that the 
advent of the new Ford means a 
reduction in prices of used cars of 
larger makes. 

Tackling the question of when 
Ford will begin volume deliveries so 
that the effect of his new competi- 
tion will begin to be felt, Ayres 
said:— 

“I don’t think we are going to get 
into volume Ford delivery very soon. 
He first must supply his dealers, he 
must produce the large quantities 
necessary for ‘float stock,’ the stock 
in transit, before he can begin pro- 
duction of cars which are to be 
sold.” 

Ayres said he believed the great- 
est problem of the new age of 
automobile marketing, now begin- 
ning, was the Question of how to 
sell every family a second car. He 
declared that other steps which 
must be taken by automobile 
dealers if they are to make their 
business successful include the di- 
vorcing of the sale of new cars 
from the purchase of old. 

“And the special problem of the | 
Ford dealer is how to substitute 
hope for actual deliveries,” he added. 

Revising up to date his annual 
forecast, delivered a month ago, 
Ayres, who then had said: “The 
worst is yet to come,” declared that 
that point is now past and that the 
upturn can be expected about Jan- 
uary 1, and that the new year would 
witness a strong business revival 
growing through the spring, a hesi- 
tancy through the summer when the 
presidential campaigns will be in 
progress, and then a stronger re- 
sumption of business in the fall, 

\. growing as the year closes. 

Ayres urged several bits of advice 
upon “non-Ford” dealers. Among 
them were:— 

“Take advantage at once of the 
tremendous new buying demand 
occasioned by the advent of the 
new Fords, and work it to the 
limit. 

“Take the automobile shows seri- 
ously and work intensively upon 
the buying demand these 
create. 

“Sell as many cars as early as 


you can. 
“Avoid loading up with used 
cars before July 1.” 

And to Ford dealers he counseled 
“take a correspondence course in 
tact and diplomacy.” 

Ayres disputed the prediction of 
J. J. Raskob, chairman of the fi- 
nance committee of General Mo- 
tors, that 5,000,000 cars will be 
manufactured and sold during 1928. 

“I think the figure will be lower, 
though it will be a record breaker,” 
Ayres said. 

“It probably will lie between Ras- 
kob’s figure and the greatest pro- 
duction so far recorded.” 

Ayres also declared that the com- 
ing of the new Fords would prove 
the greatest single business factor 
in 1928, and that the advent of the 
Fords and cars like them with great 
power, flexibility and braking ca- 
pacity, would result in consumption 
of tires at a rate never known be- 
fore.”

Alfred H. Swayne, vice-president of 
the General Motors Corporation, 
presided. 

Mr. Stowe, in addressing the 
luncheon guests, said that while 
the principles of commercial arbi- 
tration had been indorsed as long 
as four years ago, no definite plan 
had been decided upon until this 
September. 

The essential merits of the plan 
which has been adopted, he said, are 
that it maintains the voluntary 
principle of arbitration and pre- 
serves the full elasticity of proce- 
dure. Under the plan, any member 
of the Automobile Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation of New York who finds him- 
self in a business controversy with a 
dealer, customer, advertising agency, 
landlord, builder or any other person 
with whom he does business, and 
which cannot be amicably adjusted 
between them, may suggest to such 
person that the matter be volun- 
tarily submitted to arbitration, 
under the rules of the Automobile 
Merchants Association of New York, 
as adopted from the rules of the 
American Arbitration Association, 
with full knowledge that he and the 
other party to the dispute may 
choose arbitrators from a national 
panel of over 500 responsible busi- 
ness and professional men, including 
many having special knowledge of 
the automobile industry. 

He knows when he does this, said 
Mr. Stowe, that the dispute will be 
settled quickly by experts, and that 
his business difference will not be 
broadcast to the world to his detri- 
ment as well as.that of the indus- 
try as a whole, by the publicity 
attendant upon litigation. 

The plan provides also for the 
insertion of an arbitration clause 
in certain contracts, such as mer- 
chants’ advertising contracts, leases, 
construction agreements and other 
supplemental business activities. 
The clause is a simple one, reading, 
“Any dispute or claim arising out 
of or relating to this contract shall 
be settled by arbitration under the 
rules of the American Arbitration 
Association and judgment may be 
entered on the award rendered in 
any court having jurisdiction.” 

By the insertion of those few 
words in their contracts, members 
of the association are actually in- 
suring themselves against litiga- 
tion and all its disadvantages. 

Justice Mahoney bitterly up-

braided the “ambulance chasing 
lawyer,” at whose door he laid 
much of the blame for the pres- 
ent congestion in the courts. He 
declared that many cases of minor 
accidents were brought to suit 
asking for fabulous damazes and, 
after congesting the courts for 
months, were settled at much 
lower amounts. 

The number of these cases, Jus- 
tice Mahoney said, had been great- 
ly reduced by increasing the cost 
of bringing a suit to court from $7 
to $40. He congratulated the New 
York automobile merchants on their 
arbitration plan and declared that 
it was more profitable to arbitrate 
out of court than to win a costly liti- 
gation and then find that it was im- 
possible to collect on the judgment. 
Justice Mahoney declared that 8 
per cent. of the cases brought to 
trial in the New York Supreme 
Court involve the automobile in- 
dustry, while of the accident damage 
cases 65 per cent. are the result of 
automobile accidents. 

He suggested a special commis- 
sion on automobile accidents to 
function through the Workmen’s 
Compensation Bureau, and declared 
that it was time that accident dam- 
age suits find some means of set- 
tlement outside the courts. 

Commissioner Monk of Massa- 
—chusetts declared that at the pres- 
ent time there were no figures 
available on the workings of the 
new compulsory insurance law in 
Massachusetts. He said, however, 
that such figures would be avail- 
able by April 1. While motor ac- 
cidents, he said, had increased, 
motor fatalities had declined 

under the new law.

Moock Speaks in At- 
lanta on Greater Market 
Development 


TLANTA, GA., Dec. 
15. — “Diversifita- 
tion!” 

Boiled down to one 
word, that is the advice 
given to the members of 
the Atlanta Automobile 
Association and its invited 
guests at the annual meet- | 
ing, held in the roof gar- | 
den of the Ansley Hotel | 
Monday, by Harry G. 
Moock, managing director 
of the Greater Market De- 
velopment of the Automo- | 
tive Equipment Associa- | 


tion of Chicago. 

“The automobile dealer today 
finds himself in very much the 
same position that confronted the 
Texas cotton farmer, a few years 
ago,” said Mr. Moock. “He had all 
of his eggs in one basket—cotton. If 
anything happened to the cotton 
market, he was all out of luck be- 
cause he had nothing else to sell 
except cotton. 

“And things did happen to the 
cotton market—very serious things. 
So serious, in fact, that the bankers 
of Texas were instrumental in put- 
ting on a state-wide campaign for} 
the sole purpose of preaching diver- | 
sification to the farmers. ‘Raise 
other crops besides cotton’, they told 
the farmers. ‘Plant alfalfa. Raise} 
hogs. Start a dairy herd. Let your 
interests be diversified so that if you | 
lose money on one crop, you can 
still show a profit for your year's 
work, due to the sale of other crops | 
which are not affected so seriously.’ | 

“It was logical, sound advice. In 
every- state where it has been} 
heeded, the results are very appar-| 
ent. North Carolina, for instance. | 

* she automobile dealer, as well as 
the independent garage or repair 
shop, needs this same sort of ad-| 
vice today. Diversify! Instead of 
depending upon one product or serv- 
ice for your profit—whether it be | 
selling automobiles or repairing or 
storing them—why not go into the 
AUTOMOTIVE business and sell 
several automotive products and 
services? Then your business is al- 
most sure to show a profit, regard- 
less of conditions which might seri- | 
ous'v affect one or the other of your | 
lines.” | 

Mr. Moock gave several in- 
stances to show the need of more 
diversified activities on the part of | 
automotive retailers. He made the | 
statement that the average car | 
dealer of today was unable to | 
show a profit from his new and | 
ised car transactions alone, and 
cited specific cases to prove his 
statements that hundreds of auto- 
mobile deaiers have been able io | 
remain in business, under pres- | 
ent conditions, only because the 
profits made from the sale of ac- 
cessories, parts and service had 
offset the losses sustained in the | 
car departments—with some to | 
spare, perhaps. | 

The “new competition” was| 
Stressed by Mr. Moock, who stated 
that the Automotive Equipment As- 
sociation’s Greater Market Develop- 
ment, of which he is the managing 
director, has been set up as an an- 
swer to the strife between indus- 
tries for the consumer dollar. 

‘The epempetition between indi- 
viduals in the same trade and local- 
ity is secondary to that between 
industries and methods,” said 
speaker. “There are just so many | 
consumer dollars to begin with. Out | 
of each dollar must come 80 cents 
for the necessities of life. Every 
industry, except those supplying the | 
necessities—must exist on the re- 
maining 20 cents. 

“In this competition the individual | 
fis helpless.

service manager is more to blame 
than the dealer. The latter is a 
busy man these days and while 
we read much in the trade pa- 
pers about the successful dealers 
who take a personal interest in 
their service department and are 
sold 100 per cent. on service, when 
it comes down to brass tacks the 
majority of these dealers have a 
service manager who is a real 
executive and who is responsible 
for the success of the service de- 
partment. He gets the money and 
the dealer takes the credit. 

The service manager who asks 
his boss for an item of shop equip- 
ment and cannot or does not prove 


going before his board of directors 
and asking for an appropriation pre- 
sents evidence, facts and figures, to 
support his contentions. 

If the service manager desir- 
ing a new item of shop equipment 
would collate facts and figures, 
would show what the operations 
now cost, the time taken, net 
profits and the volume of these 
operations, then set opposite to 
these figures what the new equip- 
ment would accomplish, the ser- 
vice manager might be able to 
sell the boss, provided, of course, 
the balance was on the right side 
of the ledger.
